Note Penned by Woman Indicates 


That Act Was Result of Domestic 


Differences— lnquest Held. 


M rs. Mabel C. Jones, aged tw enty - 
eight y ears, wife of William Jones, 
commit teed su icid e a t her home, c or­ 
ner C entennial and O’Brien streets, 
F rid a y night by d rinking a sod iu m 
cy anid e solu tion. 
Du ring the a f te r ­ 
noon the w om an 
is 
said to 
hav e 
threatened to tak e her own life and 
the police were called bu t a t tha t 
time she d enied tha t she had sw al­ 
lowed any of the poison which was 
fou nd in a glass u nd er the bed . 
The 
m ix tu re was throw n away . 
Abou t 7 
o’clock anothe r call was sent to the 
police by neighbors who knew of tlie 
thre a t d u ring the afternoon and who 
becam e alarm ed when they saw no 
one abou t the hou se. 
Police Ru ssell 
answ ered the last call and fou nd the 
bod y ly ing on the bed . 
A glass con­ 
taining a few d rops of the poison w as 
fou nd ne a r the bod y . 
C oroner W illiam C. Dickmey er w as 
notified of the su icid e and came here 
from Yallonia this morning to hold 
the inqu est which w as cond u cted at 
10 o’clock a t the police station. 
A 
nu m ber of w itnesses wore ex amined . 
A ccord ing to the police record the 
fir-t call on the ease came in abou t 
4 o’clock F rid a y afternoon. 
The 
officers were told tha t a wom an had 
taken poison and Policem an W allace 
accom panied by Dr. E. II. W right 
answ ered the call. 
Neighbors told 
the officer that the woman had taken 
poison bu t when he entered the hou se 
he fou nd her ly ing on the bed with 
the bed clothing pu lled u p ov er her 
head . 
When the officer entered the 
room the wom an lifted her head and 
w anted to know why he was there. 
Officer W allace told her that she 
wa r- 
reported to hav e taken poison bu t 
slip d enied that she had swallowed 
any . 
A carton m arked “ poison” by two 
j d ifferent labels w as fou nd on the bed . 
d e- The officer asked her if she bad ta k ­ 
en any of it and she d eclared that 
she had not. 
An ex am ination of the 
room w as then m ad e and a glass con­ 
taining the poison cry stals w as fou nd 
u nd er the bed . 
The m aterial ha d not 
d issolv ed and the glass was emptied . 
Slip said she had pu t the contents of 
the package in the glass a nd the 
am ou nt tha t had settled a t the b ot­ 
tom of the glass wou ld ind icate tha t 
her statem ent w as tru e. 
It is believ ed tha t Mrs. Jones had 
another su pply of the poison abou t 
the hou se and mix ed the solu tion la t­ 
er in the afternoon. 
Neighbors are 
said to hav e asked the woman if they 
cou ld d o any thing for her and Mrs. 
Jones is alleged to hav e replied : 
“No, there is nothing v ou can d o

The stock tfas ru shed to it-

tination, ra the r than hold the hogs 
at the local stock y ard s, as the d a n­ 
ger of a spread in the d isease wou ld 
be no gre ater 
in transit than if 
d e ­ 
tained 
here. The local stock 
pens 
a re to he carefu lly d isinfected . 
The 
partic u la rs in the case will be re­ 
ported to the proper officials. 
This is the 
first 
appearance of
